in evidence W. E. Gilliland was called 
on cross examination. He stated that 
the contest started April 1 and ended 
July 1st. 
When asked by Attorney 


Chase how the vote stood at the close 
he admitted that of the votes counted 
Miss Cross had at least 100,000 votes 
more than Clifford McClure who was 
awarded the prize, while a soap box 
almost full, now in evidence 
was 


never counted 
at all. Had three 


meetings before finally deciding. Said 
the Cross votes were thrown out be- 
cause they did not bear on the back 
the stamp of the firm issuing them, 
but as this was not shown to be a re- 
quirement under the rules mentioned 
above the testimony was not allowed.
